6))jeQtive and reliabje information is obtained by use of a multiple- 
choice pictorial, format that percnQs sampling of several aspects of 
adaptive behavior which facilitates living and working in the commun- 
ity. Such a test format pro^e.iS high reliability (r-.97), is relatively 
ea^sy to administer, score and interpret. The relatively short admmts- 



tratfon tirrie (30-45 minutes) provldes^escriptive intormati^n on th^ 
mdividuat's current functional skills m specific areas in a re.asonably 
comprehensive yet efficient manner. ' e^' 

The content Qf the SSSQ was selected to assess fundamental com- 
rrTunity living and prevocational skills of developmentaljy disabled or 
handicapped adolescents and adults ages twelve through young 
adult The SSSQ is intended to provide basic information in specific 
content areas which in conjunction WWh additional measures of sen- 
sorimotor skills, emotional adjustment, infornr^ation pr.o^ssing skills, 
vocational, educational and social skills.^may provide guidelines /or 
the selection^training and placement of individuals into prevocational^ 
training and community living fjrograms^. The content includediP thq 
assessment materials as vvell as (lie information on training may tie . 
readily imple'mented in secorj^ary education programs or rehabihta- ^ 
tion training programs. The S§SQ can serve as a baseline- m^a$ure of*^ 
adaptive behavior irom- which an individtial training program maybe 
formulated. In eddiliori, the individual's p/ogress^over time may be - 
monitored with periodic reassessment. The effecti\/ene$s. of various 
trainmg strategies may also be evaluated by the relative changes in - 
imprdyed functional skills of individuals participating iavari6us train- 
ing or'curriculum. • . ' . 

A particularly iftipprtant application of the SSSQ would bfe the predK:- 
tion of a deaf individual's probable success in adapting to-comrtiunity 
living conditions and.vocational placement. The manual for the SSSQ 
<Linkenhoker & McCarron, 1979) includes guidelines for determining 
placement of developmentally disabled clients iRto communfty living 
andVpcational programs. Curriculum materials for each of the sec- 
tions oj the SSSQ is also identified to facilitate the establishment of^

ADAPTATIONS FOR THE DEAF . 

When deaf persons learn new information, they^ do not have the 
benefit of auditory input and therefore^must rely on other sensory 
modalities, primarily the visual and kirresthetip. The deaf learn in a 
^special way and subsequently develop uniquQ patterns of conceptual- 
izing their experiences These unique cognitive processing styles of 
learning, organizing, and remembering require specially designed* 
assessment and instructional procedures. Deaf persons d6 hot have 
access to many of the verbal nuances that are communicated in a 
spontaneous and informal way. Therefore, there are inconsistencies 
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m the structure of their general knowledge. For example, while a deaf 
person may have technical knowledge in theoperatiOQ of comple)c^ 
machinery such as a printing (ir^ess, he or.she may not ha^ve knowl- 
edge of the-operatron of household machines such as a timer or an* 
oven! When md^ld^als Cunction successfully m one domain, there is 
a tendency to assume that they are c^mpetept in other more funda* 
mental aspects. of daily living skills. .Extfensive experience wgrking 
-With deaf persons has clearly mdicated that a basic knowledge in 
rr^any area's of daily skills cannot be assumed. The fact is that they 
lack many skills if the instruction they have received has 'nd<^ been m 
patterns meaningful to thenrv An adequate assessment'instrument 
must be presented in the language patterns the person being examv 
med understands. In addition, individual testing is more appropriate 
-fT. and v^lid than group testing for^deaf and other developmentally dis- 
abled persons 'timed tests are also dilcouj;ag.ejd because of their 
marked negative impact. Deaf md-ividuSIs may not frave had the usual 
time estimation ability and therefore cannot, accurately gauge an 
interval of time. Thefefore, special proceqluresfOr assessing adaptive 
behav-iors are required for the sevete and profound hearing impaired

distractions'is important. It is essential to consideV visual distractions 
both m the testing environment and m the appearance of the exa- 
miner.

Partial auditory reception is 
considerably more disfurBing when ;the ir>tormation received. is /dif- 
fused. If the deaf person utilizes spe'ech reading -of .the examiner as 
his basic means of receptive communication^ the examiner should sit 
. ^ directly in front of the person being examined and with available light 
on the examiner's face. - - ' • 

Manual Commtiiifcation 

Examiners of this adaptation must be fluent in American Sign Lan- 
guage bbth receqtivejy and expressively. Similarly, the deaf person 
bemg examined must also t)e fluent in American Sign Language 
recep.tly„ely, but not necessarily expressively. Since th6 SSSQ has 



* verbal associative cpatent, the deaf peRSon. must hav*e cecepiive Ian- 
giiage a^^ity^, but needs only to point to a picture in order to commun- 
icate expressively A majority of assessment instruments are based on 
verbal ability. ^That Is to say, test performance is often dependent Qn* 
\je[ba\ language competency rather than application of concepts W 
daily living or vocational settings. The verbal presentaticm of a test 
Item mdy be confusirig for the deaf persor^ and provide little informa- 
tion about the nature of the desired respons.e. While the deaf person 
could appropriately' respond to the item presented in American Sign 
Language, he or she may not understand the syntax of either spoken 
or signed Engjish To adapt an instrument for the deaf by simply, 
reconstructing the iWms i.n Signed English only serves the purpose of ♦ 
assessing the individual's unrderstandifig of signs and£ngl!sh syntax. 
Such an SdaptatiorTdoes^not insure that the concepts are being accu- 
rately assessed If the printed word is substituted for \?erbally spoken 
instructions, then the individual's Veading ability is assessed rather 
than an understanding oj the concepts involved. Examiners using this 
adaptafton of the SSSQ will achieve mare accurate results by adjust- 
ing the procedures of administratiQn and testing situation t& the sp^- 
. cial needs of the deaf j)ers6"n being examjmed. 

^Oneof the'basic problems in the assessnlent oMh^ deaf using /manual 
communication with-a pictorial format ts that the instructions must b.e 
given while the individual is looking at the examiner. This creates an 
initial disadvantage for the deaf person who mulst first visually attend 

, to the manual communication of*the examiner, retain m memory the 
examiners, tjuestion, and then att^ricl to the pictohaJ format to make a 

^ .response. By contrast, normal hearing, persons can observe the 
choices and cJ^enUhemselves to the task while they are receiving the 
auditory instructions. The examiner must allow time' for the-deaf per^
